Claims 5-22 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on 12/9/04.

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Flubacker '679. 
Flubacker '679 discloses a cylindrical probe that has a surface roughness that improves 
ice detection. The probe has a flat probe tip.
